The Difference Between Taft and

The policy of President-elect Taft 
promptly differentiating itself from that of 
President Roosevelt.

**Roosevelt policy’’ than he was six months 
or @ year ago.

‘He is to do something more 
than ‘‘stand pat’’ on the policy laid down 
during the last seven years. His: personality 
is already beginning to impress itself upon 
the political situation, and almost witheut 
our recognizing the change a shifting of em- 
phasis ‘has been effected in the last few 
months that is almost startling. His wooing 
of the south and his insistence on tariff 
revision are two things that have given in 
the last few weeks a new direction to the na- 
tion’s thought—a direction not at all hostile 
to the Roosevelt program, and yet markedly 
distinct from it..

The audience is the same, 
Arfd yet there has been a quiet shifting of 
scenes, and we find ourselves thinking and 
talking ‘of new political prospects apart en- 
tirely from those that were a few months 
ago engrossing the attention of the nation, 
and which seemed certain to engross it for 
years to come.

TO REFORM THE CHILDREN OF RUSSIA. 
Commission Formed to Devise Means of Stopping “the Alarming In- 
crease of Infantile Orime in the Czar’s Country. 


unheard of:in other countries and cer- 
tainly unknown in Russia, a decade ago. 

It is enough to cast a glance at the 
daily papers published in Russia to see ! 
to what a pitch the raiding of trains, 
banks, shops., etc., by young boys and 
girls’ has grown. The officers who sit 
at courts-martial affirm tHat, out of 
every hundred prisoners brought up for 
trial, less than a dozen are over 20 
years of age. The rest are boys and 
girls who, in civilized countries, would 
be at school, or apprenticed to some 
trade. A good half of them are sen- 
tenced to death for plunder and mur- 
der, or sent to Siberia for twenty years. 
The rest are set free again and often 
reappear, in a few months’ time, 
charged. with some¥* fresh; crime. 

- The reasons for this terrible state of 
affairs are not hard to find. It is due 
partly to-the lack.of schools and,partly | 
to the parents and the.public indif--: 
ference. A poor man in Russia: is not | 
encouraged to have this child educated. 
In fact, it has been’ the government's - 
policy to keep him &s ignoraht as pos- | 
sible. From the time he is able to ! 
walk, the child has | the run of the: 
streets and ‘his parents teach him to 
beg. The beggars in Russian-towns are 
so numerous and.importunate that, in 
many places, the only way to get rid 
of them is to’ take a cab or board a 
tram. At every railway station they 
besiege the carriages and worry the 
passengers till somebody throws a hand- 
ful of coppers to get rid of,them. 

In the majority of cases the beggars 
are not victims of real destifution. Of- 
fer them work and they will not take 
it. When there is nobody to beg from, 
they steal. Petty theft and pilfering 
exist everywhere; but they are carried 
to a high art in Russia. <A familiar in- 
stance of this kind is to be seen where 
a public street is being repaired. Small 
boys and girls are to be met carrying 
bundles of brand-new wooden blocks 
that they have stolen. By the section 
of the road under repair they swarm 
like flies around a honey-pot. Nobody 
takes any notice of them, least of all 
the workmen. They run up openly to 
the stacks of wood, take. as many as 
they can carry and run home to return 
for more. The public who pass look 
on indifferently: it is not their busi- 
ness. The overseers look the other 
way; they do not pay for the wood, 
so it does not matter. It occurs to no- 
body that this is a question of public 
interest. And so the children are en- 
couraged to steal. The same thing hap- 
pens at the coal depots. It is computed 
that 50 per cent of the coal brought 
into the towns {s stolen ‘before the 
trucks have ‘been in the station twenty- 
four hours by children whose ages 
range from 6 to [12. 

When the Russian children reach the 
age of !2 they begin to learn how to 
use knives, which are ag universal in 
Russia as the stiletto is in Italy. Nine- 
ty per cent of the offspring of the work- 
ing classes learn no trade. Literally, 
they “live @y the knife.’’ Stabbing is 
so frequent that quiet unarmed people 
avoid walking in back streets after 
dusk. It is not uncommon for a woman | 
to be stabbed in the back whilst passing 
through a crowded street. The culprit 
is, of course, a young “kKnifer,’’ who is 
learning to stab. Frequently if caught 
he can give ne‘reason for his crime but 
a desire for practice. 

In some towns the knife has been dis- 
carded for revolvers, given to them by 
revolutionary ‘adherents, who collect 
their funds in #Hngland and America. 
These men used boys and girls to mur- 
der policemen and officials; now the 
boys and girls use the weapons on their 
own account. There is little doubt that 
the revolutionaries are much to blame 
for the tremendous increase of child 
criminals. Wéeen their funds ran short 
they used to raid shops and banks. They 
would send a girl of ten or twelve first. 
She entered the building unsuspected, 
and, pulling a revolver from under her 
shawl, fired. Her accomplices then 
rushed in, taking advantage of the panic 
and confusion, and raided the safes and 
tills. Now that the revolutionaries have 
been silenced, the béys and girls raid 
alone. The girl is invariably sent first,

of them had a bomb tied to a stick he ; 
was carrying. They confessed to hav- 
ing made the bombs themselves with old 
Sardine tins, a little nitroglycerine and 
some bits of iron. The police have 
now issued orders forbidding the sale 
of nitroglycerine to customers unless 
mixed with some other ingredient that 
renders it non-explosive 

Perhaps the most callous case of 
crime committed by children occurred in 
Warsaw in the beginning of September 
last, head waiter, who had _ the 
charge of the beer boys, or piccolos, fn 
a well-known restaurant, was found ter- 
ribly mutilated at the foot of some steps 
leading down to he river. As he was 
treasurer of the waiters’ charity fund, 
the polica supposed that he had been 
murdered for the money he was carry- 
ing home that evening. But his money 
was found untouched An eyewitness of 
the crime, who had run away to save 
his own life, told the police that the 
waiter, Owczak by name, was set upon 
iby hale a — small boys, who stab- 
bed him, their knives. It transpired 
that they Avera the piccolos employed in 
the restaurant. Oweczak, a man of ex- 
cellent character, had ec omplained several] 
times of the piccolos’ laziness and im- 
pertinence to customers, and threatened 
to have the most troublesome dismissed 
if things did not {mprove. Thereupon 
the piccolos held a meeting, at which 
they determined, as they safd, to “up- 
hoté their honor” and punish Owczak. 
They followed him home and _ killed 
him. When questioned about the crime. 
they admitted it, saying that “brotherly 
solidarity compelled their revenge, ar 
Owczak had no right to dismiss one of 
them, since all were equal.” The eldest 
of them was sixteen. The most appall- 
ing part of the story is that all of these 
children planned the murder together, 
and no one was found amongst them 
who had enough conscience to tell the 
authorities or to warn Owczak of the 
fate which awaited him. 

A somewhat similar case of revenge 
eccurred in the Caucasus recently. 
There the people scarcely ever think ofr 
taking their grievances to a tribunal; 
all disputes are settled privately—by 
means of the kinjal or knife. But even 
in the Caucasus, vendetta used to be 
left to grown-up men and women. Now 
the children indulge in it. A well-to-do 
peasant was murdered by his neighbor. 
Several of the dead man’s family Were 
mere ¢@hildren, and amongst them was 
his younger sister, a girl of 10. She 
called all the children of the viNag> 
together and asked what was to be done 
to avenge her father.

ficit. As he himself has picturesquely

‘Various schemesghave been put  for- 
ward, more or less authoritatively, but 
in almost every case it was evident 
that the wish was father to the thought. 
As far as the chancellor himself is 
concerned, he has but to examine the 
old records of the department over 
which he rules to find an almost end- 
less variety of means of “raising the 
wind,” all of them,tried and found 
useful by his predecessors in office. 

‘For instance, there was the “chimney 
money.” In 1662 parliament voted a 
tax of 50 cents a year on every chim- 
mney in England. Some idea of the 
enormous amount such a tax would yield 
today can be gathered when it is said 
that a. majority of the houses of Lon- 
don and the other big English cities 
boast as many as fifteen chimneys 
apiece. Few of them have less than 
ten. That it proved a heavy burden in 
those days is evident, for it was im- 
mensely unpopular. Pepys records, 
three months after the passing of the 
law: “Much clamor against the chimney 
money; and the people say they will not 
pay it without force.” 

It was not until October, 1666, how- 
ever, that it was successfully ‘‘moved

BLESS LORD MAYOR OF LONDON): 


A LORD MAYON’S AMHITION. 


Great ie! ecm for Crippled Children Which Ex-Lord Mayor Treloar, of London, Has Just Established at 


Alton, England.. 


Special Cable. 

London, January 2.—Hundreds of lit- | 
tle cripples and their parents are bless- 
ing Sir William Purdie Treloar, whe 
has been called the children’s lord 
mayor Of London, for the great work 
which has just been completed by the 
opening at Alton, Hampshire, of the 
Lord Mayor Treloar Cripples’ home and 
college. The institution which has not 
become a pg@rmanent feature of Eng- 
is the result of a | 
year of strenuous effort by a man who. 
has devoted the greater part of his life 
to amelicrating the lot of London’s crip- 
pled children. 

Sir William Treloar has long been a : 
prominent figure in public life in the old 
city of London. He is a great merchant, 
and he has been a member of the city 
corporation for years. Two years ag 
he was chosen lord mayor of London, 
the highest honor that can come to a 
citizen of the ancient city, and he de- 
termined to devote his year of office and 
the great influence which the office 
gave him, to establishing an institution 
which should do what no instituthen 
did—really cure the little cripples and 
restore them to the world, able to sup- 
port themselves and free from all disa- 
bilities : 

“I have always been a pretty good beg- 
gar where the children were concerned, 
Sir William said to.me at she opening 
ceremony a few days ago, “but I deter- 
mined when I became lord mayor that 
I would beg as no one had ever begged 
before and that I would leaveia record 
behind mein the way of begging that 
would not s00n be forgotten, I sur- 
passed even my.own expectations, for 
in less than a year I managed to beg a 
hospital and seventy acres of ground 
from parliament, and I got $350,000 from 
the public,” ‘ 

Before telling about Sir William’s 
achievement it may be well to say 
something about the man himself and 
about his lifelong {interest in the crip- 
pled children. Like‘so many of the 
men, from the time of Dick Whitting- 
ton to now, who have ruled over the 
destinies of the largest city in the 
world, Sir William was not born in 
London. He is.a Cornishman and no 
one who looks at him could doubt for a 
moment that he came of sturdy country 
stock. He is more than 6 feet tall and, 
although he is nearly 70 years old, he 


to London as a boy to seek his fortune. 
He is said to be the handsomest. man | 
who has presided at the Mansion House 
banquets within the memory of the 
present generation. 

His interest in >the crippled children 
is now new thing. Nearly twenty years 
ago it occurred to him that there must 
be thousands of little children who were 
prevented by illness or infirmity from 
attending the banquet given every 
Christmas-time by the Corporation of 
London to the poor children of the city. 
He investigated and the result of his 
inquiries was the establishment of the 
Treloar hamper fund. It began in a 
small way, but for the last fourteen 
years, Sir William Treloar boasts, not 
a single child. jn London has been with- 
out a hamper of good things to eat and 
toys to delight at Christmas-time. The 
title of the fund explains its object. A 
corps of investigators seeks out the 
little cripples and every Christmas-time 
a hamper of good things is dispatched 
to each of them. Much of the money 

raised by public subscriptions and 
many .of Sir Williams’s associates in 
the corporation and in the trade guilds 
which form so great a feature of Lon- 
don’s civic life, contribute in kind; but

there Is always a large deficit to be 
made up, and this invariably has been 
contributed by Sir William himself. 

From supplying Christmas hampers 
to trying to cure them was a natural 
step. Sir William found that while 
many of the little unfortunates spent 
their lives in and out of hospitals few 
of them received permanent benefit. 
Most of the child cripples are victims 
of tuberculosis of the bone and the 
cure of this terrible disease is a slow 
process. Few hospitals can spare a bed 
for the months or years necessary to 
effect a cure and the result has been 
that the little victims have been merely 
patched up and sent home again to 
fresh suffering. One of the inmates of 
Sir William’s home, a little girl only !2 
years of age, has undergone no less 
than twenty operations in hospital. She 
is now in a fair way to be permanently 
cured without further operative treat- 
ment. 

These facts impressed on Sir Willlam | 
the need for an institution. deveted to 
the patient and scientific treatment of | 
Such cases and he made up his mind 
to crown his life work by founding it. 
The opportunity came when he became 
lord mayor in 1907. He threw the 
whole influence of his great office into 
the scale. He issued letter after letter 
to the press, pointing out the need of 
an institution such as he had planned, 
and the money began to flow in, slowly 
but steadily. Then he interested the | 
queen in his work and the money be- 
gan to flow faster. Ho secured her | 
permission to organize the Queén Alex- 
andra: League of Children to aid in col- 
lecting for the home, and the queen 
herself designed the badge of member- 
ship. The league has now many thou- 
sands of members who are described 
by Sir William -as “‘the little children 
who are well, working for the little 
children who are ill.” 

His ¢growning feat of begging, how- 
ever, was when he induced parliament 
to turn over to him the great hospit*” 
at Alton, which was bullt ror tne care 
of the wounded and sick soldiers during 
the Boer war. It. was called the “Ab- 
sent-Minded Beggar’’ hospital because 
the war office buif® it in response to 
Mr. Kipling’s stirring appeal for the 
men who were fighting England's pat- 
The war ended before it was 
ready for use, and it had never been 
occupied. As it stood it had cost the 
government about $700,000 and parlia- 
ment voted it to Sir William Treloar 
for his Cripples’ Home absolutely free 
of charge. 

The home is ideally situated for its new 
nurpose. It stands near Alton, On the 
'jJampshire Downs, one of the healthiest 
‘nots in England, and its only a few 
miles from Aldershot, the great military 
camp. The elevation is about 500 feet 
ibove sea level, and there is nothinz 
.0 arrest the soft breezes from the 
English channel. The grounds, which 
are about 70 acres in extent, He along 
the side of the hill. At the top is the 
rovernor’s house and the administra- 
tion buildings, which overlook the whole. 
~% little lower down are the nurses’ 
quarters, and nestling under the shetiler 
9%f the hill is the home itself. 

The arrangement !s probably uhique, 

and is made possible by the unlimited 
spece which was at the architect's dis- 
posal There are twenty wards, each 
containing twelve beds, and each ward 
‘tands by itself. They are arranged 
nm a semi-circle and running round the 
inside of the circle is a covered way, 
communicating with each ward. At tha 
cuter end of each ward there is a sun 
The wards, of course, are only 
one-story high. They are'built of pitch, 

pine or brick supports, rising out of a 
concrete floor, and there is a free circu- 
lation of air over and undtr and on 21) 
sides of them. Ail the sanitary ar- 
rangements are away from the wardas 
themselves. Situated as they are. there 
is, of course, a maximum of sunlight. 

Tn addition to the wards there is a 
school for older boys. The majority of 
the patients will be less than !2 years 
old, but about fifty boys from 14 to 18 
wil' be taken, and while they are being 
cured of their infirmities they will be 
taught trades. The smaller patients 
will also receive the ordinary school- 
ing while they are inmates of the home. 

The whole institution is now in full 
running order, and is in charge of Wr. 
J. H. Gauvain, who showed me round 
the wards. Apart altogether from his 
qualification as a medical man, no bet- 
ter man could have been selected for 
the post than Dr. Gauvain. He is a 
genuine lover of children, and althougn 
the home had only been open three 
weeks at the time of my visit, he knew 
every one of the hundred little patients 
by name. *They all knew him, too, and 
his coming was the signal for a romp, 
for little cripples are wonderfully lke 
other. children. They al knew Sir Wil- 
liam Treloar, too, and welcomed wim 
with a happy smile, although they re- 
garded him with greater awe than their 
own doctor. 

“We, have accommodations for about 
300 inmates at present,” said Dr. Gau- 
vain, “but our capacity for expansion 
is limited only by the amount of money 


we t. Go far we have only received 
about one hundred patients, because we 
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are sifting all the applications very 
carefully. We have decided that we will 
not take in any case that we cannot 
see a reasonable hope of curing. ‘nat 
may sound rather cruel, but it is a 
real kindness. An incurable caSe occu- 
Ppying a bed would only shut out a 
child that might be made whole. 

“We are here to cure, not Only to 
patch up and “relieve. It moes not 
matter if the treatment takes ten 
years; we will not let the child go un- 
til it is quite whole. The average term 
will be from six months to two years, 
and after the children go home tney 
will have to come to see me in London 
at regular intervals, and if I detect the 
slightest symptom of a return of .«.1e 
disease back they will come to Ailton on 
the spot.’’ 

Dr. Gauvain took me to see the little 
girl who had undergone twenty opera- 
tions. When she came into the home 
three weeks before, I was told, she was 
pale and emaciated, but when I saw her 
she was plump and pretty and happy. 
There is but little doubt that she witil 
be entirely cured in a year or two. 

The treatment consists chiefly of fresh 
air and sunlight and good food. Medi- 
cines, of course, are given as required, 
and there is a fully equipped operating 
theater in case operative surgery should 
be needed. What is needed now most 
of all fs an “X”-ray apparatus, and :Dr 
Gauvain is hoping that some One wiil 
present it to the home. 

The patients range in age all the way 
from 6 months to I! or I2 years old. 
Most of them seem to have little the 
matter with them as they le In bed, 
but when the covering is drawn aside 
pitifully twisted limbs or deformed 
joints are disclosed. Some of the lLttle 
patients, however, are obviously under 
treatment, for as they He in beds their 
limbs are held rigid by arrangements 
of weights and pulleys, and others are 
fixed immovably in boxes. 

One of the features of the place 1S 
the forest school, where the children 
will be taught in fine weather. At the 
top, of the hill is the beginning of a 
forest 5 miles in extent, and part of it 
belongs to the home.

‘Ine 
peninsula of Hindustan cotains about 
309,000,000, and Japan is fast approxt- 
matinee the fifty-million mark. ‘These 
peopie own about one-third of all the 
land on the earth’s surface. Their soll 
is the omst fertile, their undevelope1 
mines the greatest in quantity and their 
industry superior to that of any othe. 
braneh .of the human race. It is a 
qvestion whether they are not our 
equals in intellect as well, and whether, 
aided by the machinery of our civiliza- 
tion, they cannot outstrip us in the race 
of individual and naiiona) life. 

A New Continent. 

Until within the last fifty years the 
whole of this eastern world was as dead 
as Lazarus before his rejuvenation.

One after another she adopted 
our western methods, and today she 
ranks as a great world power, with an 
army and navy surpassed by none.

In 1894 I came again to chronicle the 
grogressive movements in China, and got 
out of that country on the heels of the 
sapanese war. I then crossed Korea, 
using a bull to pack my baggage over 
a route which is soon to ‘be traversed 
by ‘a railroad, and my journey from 
Tientsin to Pekin had to be made in a 
rude Chinese cart. This time I shall 
take that trip in a first-class railway 
car. 

In 1900 I again came to Asia and trav- 
eled through interior China at the time 
of the (Boxer rebellion. I visited Japan 
and the Philippines and wroie also of 
the changes going on in Korea and 
other countries. During every one of 
these trips I have seen a great march 
along the lines of our western civiliza- 
tion, and this march is now more rapid 
than ever.

The Outlook in Japan. 


let me give you a bird's-eye view of 
some of the things that are going on fn 
Japan, Thig country has now one of the 
biggest armies and navies on the face 
Of the globe. When it ciosed its war 
in Manchuria it brought home one mil- 
lion soldiers. It has something Ike four 
milllions who could now be drafted into 
service and there are over four hun- 
dred thousand men under arms. It has 
almost as many officers in its army as 
we have soldiers in ours. , 

As to Japan’s navy, this has been enor- 
mously increased Since the war. The 
country got eight battleships from Rus- 
sia, and it is now building two gunboats 
of the Dreadnought type. It has recently 
added thirty torpedo destroyers, and its 
gumworks and shipyards are constantly 
busy. Not long since Japan ought rifle

As to opium, the government at 
Peking has demanded that all the 
opium dens shall be closed within six 
months, and that the sale of this drug 
shall be gradually reduced during the 
mext ten years, after which no more 
can be gold. School teachers are for- 
bidden to use opium, and the cultiva- 
tion of the poppy will be eventually 
stopped. The Bovernment has a sort 
of Goldoid ‘or Keeley cure, and it is 
furnishing antidote opium pills. China 
jhas now more than 100,000,000 opium 
smokers and this movement promises 
to surpass in its magnitude that of 
temperance in the United States. 


China’s New Schools.

The first confederate

SOCIAL FAME 
BOUGHT ANDSOLD 


Special Cable. 

London, . January 2.—‘Fame, 
adays, simply means more press no- 
tices,” says an English society dame, 
who has recently denounced the prac- 
tice of paying for ‘‘news” items in the 
columns of the big London dailies. It 
is not generally known that anyone— 
however obscure—can buy as many 
“ifnes” as he, or she, likes fm the so- 
elety column of any big London paper. 
Thus, ‘Mrs. Smith-Hyphen-Smythe” can 
have her daughter’s marriage to ‘“‘Jones- 
de-la-Jeems"” announced in the same 
column in which the king’s visit to 
Marienbad may be recorded. Of course, 
it comes high; but if you wish to butt 
into society, you have to have it. For 
instance, here are the rates for such 
notices in the principal sheets: 

Six lines in The. Times wifl cost the 
social swimmer $7.50, while The Daily 
Telegraph only allows four lines to ap- 
pear in the body of the paper for $5, 
extra lines costing $1 each. Thus you 
can buy fame at so much “per” in the 
paper that claims to have the’ largest 
—really and truly—circulation of any 
two-cent paper in the world. The Daily 
Mail, well knowing that publicity is one 
of the essentials to social fame, and 
that wealthy people must have it no 
matter what it costs, boldly charges 
$2.50 per line, and gets it. All ‘the 
other big London papers make exor- 
bitant charges, and even the  out-of- 
towirr pdpers, with big circulations, 
Shake golden apples from the. soctal 
boodile tree. 

In the expense bills of those who par- 
tictpate in the London “season,” news- 
paper advertising figures as one of the 
largest jiems. Some of these accounts 
run into $10,000 a year. Of course, the 
incorruptible Einglish newspapers do 
mot run “reading notice’ departments, 
and. they would probably refuse to do 
@ page write-up even at a fabulous 
price; but, by judiciously spreading your 
advertising over a lengthy period and 
disguising your “notices” so cleverly 
that the ordinary reader does not rec- 
ognize the manvwufactured product, you 
can &pend quite as much money in an- 
other way without laying the paper open 
to the charge of venality. 

Seme of the newspapers charge four 
or five times the rates here quoted for 
inserting unimpprtant paragraphs  be- 
tween announcements connected with 
the king and royal family. The rates 
vary in accordance with the importance 
of the royal personage. Of course, it 
costs more to be next to the king or 
quéen than to appear near a princess or 
duke. 

Speaking of being next to the 
brings in another phase of the money 
side of social advancement. On _ pay- 
ment of sums ranging up to $2,500 you 
can get into the “royal enclosure” at 
the races. This is managed by persons 
in high places who need money. Sey- 
eral] blue-blooded but impecunious mem- 
bers of the aristocracy have an inherited 
right to tickets to all functions in 
which royalty is expected to mix. They 
get these tickets from the Lord Cham- 
berlain’s office, and though they do 
not want to go to these affairs them- 
selves, the tickets have a high commer- 
cial value. The nouveaux riches are 
most anxious to “circulate” in the royal 
set, and the next best thing to al- 
ly being a member of the exclus ie 
to appear to be one. Not long ago, King 
Edward asked the name of a lady to 
whom he stood guite close in the royal 
enclosure at Ascot. The Lord Cham- 
berlain's secretary was greatly em- 
barrassed to find that the lady in ques- 
tion held a ticket which she has “‘ac- 
quired” from a member of the  aris- 
tocracy. After that incident, the Lord 
Chamberlain adopted the custom of 
marking the tickets to many royal 
functions as “not transferable,’”’ but 
even this has not put a stop to the 
custom. 

There is another very flourishing 
‘line’ for the depleted purse  aristo- 
cracy; and they work it for all it is 
worth—this is “introducing.” This. sys- 
tem is taken advantage of by many 
wealthy Americans.

rONDON’S NEW “POURED BUILDING.” 
English Builders Are Incensed Over the Adoption by the Government of 
the Reinforced Concrete Construction for the New Wing to the Gen-

London, January 2.—‘‘Poured  build- 
ings,’ or reinforced concrete structures, 
are the latest wonders in London just 
now. Though this process of putting 
kp buildings has long been Known in 
America, its advent in England s of 
recent date, and, for.various reasons, it 
is. attracting a great deal of public at- 
tention. 

What has brought the 


t 


fore is the fact that the Sritish gov- 
ernment is putting up a great new 
wing to the general postoffice by tne 
new process. There is not a brick or 
stone in the entire structure; and the 
speed with which the work Is being 
done is simply astonishing the natives. 
From the trade unioh point of view, 
the government is severely criticized for 
introducing a “‘labor-saving” building 
into government contracts at a time 
when the unemployed question fs 80 
pressing, and when more than twenty- 
rine per cent,, of unemployment Is in 
the building trade itself. But the gov- 
ernment has been more influenced by 
questions of economy than by anything 
else, and the ‘poured building’ fi.is 
the bill at about One-third less cos, 
than an ordinary structure, even In 
brick, In stone, of course, the ditier- 
ence is almost two-thirds less in l!a- 
vor of pouring.

Report Shows Mnroliment for Year 
and Makes Some Very Important 
Recommendations—Fire Pro- 
tection and Appropria- 
tiens Wanted This 
Year. 


“A report that will be read with wide- 
interest is that which the 
school committee will make to the 
general council tomorrow afternoon. 
The committee is composed of Steve R. 
Johnston, chairman, J. T. Wright and 
T. D. Longino. The committee has 
done much work during the year and 
the report, which was finished yester- 
day, makes a good showing for the 
year that is past and offers some very 
important recommendations for the en- 
suing year. 

The report of the committee is as 


icllows: 
Atlanta, Ga., December 31, 1908. 

To the Honorable Mayor and Gen- 
e1al Council—Gentlemen: Your com- 
mittee on schools begs to submit this 
its annual report: 

There hive been enrolled in the pub- 
lic schools during the scholastic year 
1907-8, 16,765 pupils, against 15,988 in 
1906-7, an increase of 777. At the be- 
ginning of the year 1908 there were em- 
ployed two superintendents, six direc- 
tors and 349 regular teachers. At the 
close of the year !908 there are the 

mine number of superintendents and 
directors and 362 regular teachers, 
making an increase of thirteen regular 
teachers on our pay rolls. 


a High Schools. . 


The increased attendance at. both 
high schools has taxed the board of 
education considerably to accommo- 
date them. The cramped condition in 
the Boys’ High school demands imme- 
diate relief. ‘This relief is. looked for 
in the establishment of a separate 
school for the technological depart- 
ment in the fall of 1909. he increased 
attendance at the Girls’ High school 
cells for the preparation of additional 
school rooms there. The demand ‘for 
rvom in both high schools will be con- 
sicerably increased during the coming 
year and the next by reason of t an- 


~nexation of the ninth and tenth wards. 


At the Boys’ High school there have 
been enrolled seventy-five more puptls 
tris fall than in any preceding year 
and in the Girls’ High school 113 more 
than ever before. 


Normal School. 


The board of education, feeling that 
something must be done to prepare 
those who wish to teach for their 
work, have established at the Girls’ 
BGigh school a normal department, in 
which during this its first year there 
are now eleven young women who are 

themselves for teachers’ 
the Atlanta schools. The 
d of education feels that this de- 
partment will give to the city schools 
teachers better prepared for their work 
we have  herstofore obtained 

h the supernumerary system. 


Buildings. 


There have been completed and oc- 
cupied during this year two of our 
Very best school buildings, the North 
Avenue and the W. F. Slaton schools. 
These are eight-room school buildings, 
well lighted, heated, ventilated and 
eupplied with excellent gymnasium 
apparatus. These buildings also have 
auditoriums with seating capacity of 
2£0 to It is intended by the board 
of education to utilize these in sup- 
piying lecturers for these schools and 
communities from time to time. Al- 
though these buildings have been oc- 
cvpied only since March and April, re- 
spectively, both are full to overflow- 
ing. ! 

The new fifth ward school building 
is nearing completion and it is expect- 
ed that it may be occupied by March 
6” §61909. 

These buildings, being modern in con- 
struction, reflect credit on the city and 
the school board. While this is true, 
we are still occupying some buildings 
for school purposes that we are not 
proud of. and it behooves the city to 
provide for replacing these old build- 
ings with new. comfortable ones as 


soon as possible. 


Fire Protection. 


During 1908 adequate and durable 
fire escaapes haave been provided for 
the Girls’ High school. In every 
sehool bullding in the city there have 
Leen placed gongs for sounding alarms 
and fire extinguishers of the best pat- 
tein. These have all been provided 
for by special appropriations made by 
ycur honorable body on the recom- 
mendation of your finance committee. 
These appropriations have been eco- 
nomically and carefully expended for 
the protection of the lives of the chil- 


Approprina tions. 


There was spent ‘or school purposes 
lest year $382,869.02 and for i908, 
$257,757 .87. Of these appropriations 
lange amounts were for new buildings. 
In 1908 the expenditures for new build- 
ings, lots and equipment have been 
$74,647.22.

The board of education desires to make 
the salary of the first year $50.00 a 
menth.

A Word in Regard to the Fature. 


Beginning in January we admit six 
new schools from the ninth ward, three 
from DeKalb county. and three from 
Fulton. Four of these school—Edge- 
wood, Faith, East Atlanta and High- 
land Park—are white, and two—Car- 
rie Steele and Edgewood Negro—are 
for negro children. The incease in the 
teaching force to the Atlanta system 
will be sixteen white and four negro 
teachers, total twenty. The increase 
in the number of pupils will be about 
760 white and “40 colored, total 1,000.

Delinquent Tax Executions. 


There were also issued by the city clerk 
during the year 1808, 18,474 delinquent tax 
executions, 4250 defaulters’ tax executions, 
2,181 general business licenpe executions and 
14] street tmprovement executions. 

More than 20,000 executions of one>class 
and another issued this year and previous 
years have been returned by the marshal’s 
office and canceled by myself and deputies 
in the clerk’s office. 

The signature of the clerk has been affixed 
during the year fo thousands of fi. fas., 
Mcenges, surrmonses, letters, certified copies 
of documents and other official papers, and 
much information, both oral and written, 
has been furnished by the office to the 


public. 

In the keeping of t minute books of the 
mayor and general_céuncil, of the aldermanic 
board and the bond sfnking fund commis- 
sion, as well as the general business license 
register, the register of hackmen and dray- 
men, the automobile register, the city cove- 
nant book, the daily record book of receipts, 
the insurance premium return record book, 
the marshal’s' deed book, the general tax fi, 
fa. dockets, the defaulters’ tax fi. fa. 

the street improvement fi. fa. 

the peddlers register, the money 
lenders’ register and the books of miscel- 
laneous receipts, I have been greatly aided 
by the intelligent, faithful and well-nigh 
indispensable work of my assistants, Messrs. 
J. P. Foster and Cherles ©. Adams, deputy 
clerks, and Mr. E. L. Barnes, bookkeeper. 
The volume ef business transacted by 
office has more than doubled since the fee 
system for the office was abolished and tne 
work is being done with fewer men than 
when this system was in vogue. 

I beg to emphasize a former request for a 


first-class expert stenographer and ftype- 
writer, whose services are almost imperative- 
ly needed. I would like to have such a man 
in order that all papers adopted by the 
mayor and general council could be copied 
immediately at least in triplicate and filed 
seriatim, certified to by the clerk, so that 
certified copies could be promply furnished 
and it would not be necessary to permit 
original papers to leave the clerk’s office. I 
believe this alone would be of more value 
to the city than the salary paid such a man. 
Original papers that should now be in the 
clerk’s office are not there, and I ask you 
respectfully to change the present system in 
the interest of the city. There is also other 
important work that such a man could ex- 
ecute for the clerk and the general coun-~- 
“cil that my present force have not the time 
to perform and which the growth of our 
city has brought to this office. 

‘ Direct From Clerk’s Office. 


It seems to me that papers referred to 
council committees “should be delivered di- 
rect from the clerk’s office, and not through 
the office of his honor, the mayor, and that 
motices of committee meetings should be 
sent out by the clerk’s office. I do not 
mean that these dut!es have not been well 
performed, but it occurs to me that -tMe fit- 
ness of things suggests that the clerk of 
council should furnish the committee clerk. 

I respectfully also ask that you authorize 
me to employ an intelligent white boy to

serve as office boy for the clerk’s office, and 
I would like to use him as a page in the 
meetings of the mayor and general council. 

The vault in, the city ‘clerk’s office is not 
large enough to contain the books and papers 
of the office and many of the same are 
filed in other vaults in the city hall. I.sug- 
gest, if the city government is to be domi- 
ciled much longer in its present home, that 
you consider the advisabif™y o>? arranging 


as that teritory is being built up very 
rapidly and it is very remoie from any 
school. Besides, our school buildings 
are already full, except that more 
room can be made in the Edgewood 
school. Four good large  second- 
story rooms need only to be plastered, 
flcored and equipped with proper fur- 
niture. § 

In 1910, when.the tenth ward Is ad- 
mitted, we must provide for many chil- 
dren in that territory. At present our 
l'enth Steet school is crowded and the 
children of the Brookwood and Ansiey 
Park territory cannot ‘be accommo- 
dated there. 

Fulton county never owned the build- 
ing in which the Ethel Street school is 
taught. The children from this dis- 
trict cannot be accommodated in the 
State Street school. Provision must 
be made for this situation in 1909. 

In closing this report. we wish to 
state that we have endeavored to men- 
tucn briefly the significant and import- 
ant facts in regard to schoo] matters 
of the year 1908 and to call your at- 
tention to conditions to be met in 1909 
and 1910.

In this connection I presume to suggest 
that the Businesses of the city have so in- 
creased in number that, in my judgment, a 
more thorough and systematic inspection of 
business licenses than two men can give 
would prove profitable to the city. I ap- 
preciate the manner in whfch Iicenge Inspec- 
tors Ewing and Hayes have received some 
suggestions from the city clerk. 

This recommendation of .my last annual 
report is reiterated, namely: that the city 
establish a book room or municipal library 
in connection with the clerk's: office, where 
the record books of the city, as well as 
other volumes containing matters of interest 
and value concerning municipal affairs, cculd 
be kept; believing that such a library in 
the city hall would be of great service to 
officials of the city and the public as well. 


On the Automobile Law. 


The city clerk is charged with the execu- 
tion of a part of the law as to automobiles. 
It occurs to me that the present law should 
be revised in several particulars, in the in- 
terest of the public and of autoists as 
well. The latter are taxed with too much 
detail before they can either secure or re- 
new their licenses. I recommend that num- 
bers be required both on front and rear of 
machines, that all numbers be of uniform 
Btyle and be furnished by the municipality, 
that the age limit of licenses be raised from 
sixteen to at least eighteen years, and the 
wisdom of a disfranchisement law be con- 
siGered as to licensees. I believe that sev- 
eral automobiles are now being operated in 
the city whose chauffeurs hold no lLcenses 
from the city of Aflanta, and that a special 
appropriation for the present efficient chief 
of police to detail a man whose sole duty 
would be to see that all laws as to the 
operation of automobiles are enforced, would 
be money well spent and meet the approval 
of the public and of nearly all Atlantans 
who operate these machines: 

One of the pleasant duties connected with 
the office which I have the honer to hold is 
to see that the “dog Yaw’ is enforced—at 
least @ part of the time, and I recommend 
that the dog wagon begin its work early in 
1909 and continue until December $1 next. 
During tbe year now ending the receipts 
from the sale of dog tags and fines amount- 
ed to $1,861 and it cost the city less than 
8600 to operate the Gog wagon. The greatest 
benefit that came to thé city was the demise 
of 3,863 canines, most of which were worth- 
less curs that departed t®*s Hfe by prac- 
tically painless asphyxiation. People sleep 
better because these are not and there is 
certainly less danger of hydrophobia.

“No new asphalt pavement was laid 
during the year.

“Our experience with asphalt contrac- 
tors has not proven very satisfactory. 

“Notwithstanding all asphalt pave- 
ments in the city were put down under 
lO-year guaranteés, still the city is 
now having to make her own repairs 
at an expense of $5,000 per annum.

Chert and Macadam Pavement. 


“This continues to be the most gen- 
erally used pavement on light traffick- 
ed streets. . : 

“Unfortunately, the city _has not been 
able to meet the demands for this 
pavement on the “free chert plan,” for 
‘want of funds. 

“We very earnestly join the special 
committee on complaints in their 
recommendations to abolish free chert, 
and place said pavement on the as- 
sessment plan. 

“With the street car company, the 
property holders on each side of the 
street and the city sharing the ex- 
pense, we would be able to put down 
three times as much each year, artd 
the cost would be light. With all 
other pavements on the assessment 
plan, it is only just that some charge 
should be made fer chert and mataidam. 

“To distribute the meager appropria- 
tion over Greater Atlanta would be 
very unsatisfactory to all. 

“During the year we paved Connally 
street, from Woodward avenue to Rich- 
ardson street, 1,875 feet, on the assess- 
ment plan, with said pavement, 

“Had petitions for two other streéts, 
but were not able to get to them. 

‘Sections 142 and 143, Code of 1899, 
giving the city the right to connect 
paved streets, or two parts of pave- 
ment on the same street on a petition 
of only one-third the property front- 
age, where said lapse is not more than 


four blocks, will enable us to connect 
our detached pavements, very much to 
the city’s benefit. 


Breaks in Street Pavement. 


“Reckless cutting into street paving 
{fs a species of vandalism that should 
be stopped. .The commissioner of pub- 
lic works alone should have authority 
to grant permission to any one to en- 
ter a pavement, and no one should be 
allowed to make a cut in any pave- 
ment without his consent. This step ts 
absolutely necessary before we wil] 
have a decently paved city. ; 

“To pave ten miles and let the city 
departments destroy fifteen miles in 4 
year is indeed discouraging to the 
Street department. 


The Department’s Equipment. 


“The stock, wagons, harness, tools 
and machinery of the department of 
public works are all in excellent cond!- 
tion, thus furnishing cofvincing proof 
that our commissionér of public works 
has his department well in hand, and 
gives his personal attention to detail. 

“We heartily endorse his request for 
another crusher outfit, another steam 
drill and boiler; a larger asphalt fe- 
pair plant; a creosote wood block 
Plant, and more teams. Greater Atlan- 
ta will compel a considerable Increase 
in his equipment.

FOR NEW WRITERS OF PLAYS

London, January 2.—All sorts of inter- 
esting people, like the daduke of Argyll, 
the earl of Lonsdale, Sir John Hare, Sir 
W. 3S. Gilbert, Sir Charles Wyndham and 
| most of the other principal London man- 
agers are associated with a new dramat- 
ic organization that is about to make its 
first production. It is called the English 
Play Society, and gives promise of betng 
an important factor in encouraging Eng- 
lish drama. Its aim is to get hold of 
new playwriters, have their work passed 
upon by such authorities as Dr. W. I. 
Courtney, who ts editor of The Fort- 
nightly Review and dramatic critic of 
The Telegraph; Philip Carr and H. A. 
‘Saintsbury, who are to record their opin- 
ions of the vahie of the work examined 
by a series of marks made against each 
separate qualification of the play. The 
records thus obtained become practical 
criticism. ‘The intention is that when 
any play reaches a certain standard of 
percentage of marks, its author shall re- 
ceive some kind of certificate to that ef- 
fret, which—the marks teirg made by 
experts—would presumably give the play 
a good chance of being accepted at once 
hy one of the London managers indors- 
ing the work of the society. 

The society proposes also to produce 
plays occasionally with the aid of the 
fobest-actors obtainable from the London 
theaters, giving one evening and one 
matinee performance of each, and get- 
tine all the nabobs of the J.ondon social 
and dramatic’ world to come and see it 
with the idea of obtaining for the author 
a contract for its production for a run 
by some one of the West End managers 
later on. 

The society has chosen for its first 
production the work of dan American 
writer, Curtis Brown, who happens to 
be the chief of your own London ataff. 
His play is a four-act comedy entitled 
“Management.” It was produced there 
on December 20 and 2i, with Madge 
Titheradgwe, H. A. Saintsburv, Diaine 
Innescourt and Kate Phillips in the prin- 
cipal parts.

London, January 2.—That the fee 
cent decision of. the court of appeals in 
London that the trade union ievies for 
the support of the labor members of 
parliament are illegal and must be 
Stopped wili seriously affect the whole 
ccurse Of British politics is widely pre- 
dicted, The labor party was a growing 
power in the country and it remeins 
10 de seen now whether M will be able 
to survive this blow, or whether it wiil 
be forced to go out of dDusiness. 


Laber M. P.’s Poor Men. 


At the outset it {gs well to under- 
stand that the labor M. P.’s are poor 
men. ‘They are, in many cases,’ abd- 
solutely dependent on the allowance of | 
$1,000 a year made to them by the la- 
bor party, for England does not pay ber 
legislators, and if this allowance is cut 
off they cannot afford to eit in pariia- 
ment. The larbor party has been aib- 
solutely dependent for its funds on the, 
trade union levies and the question now 
is, “Can it raige the money in any other 
way?" g 

There are two courses open to it. 
One is to organize voluntary associa- 
tions outside the trade unions,. the. 
menrbers of which shall contribute, and 
the other is to try and amend the law 
ainder which the court of appeals’ de- 
cision was. given. The objection to the 
first cour@ is that it would be very 
expensive and quite unsatisfactory. 
Some of the most important trade un- 
ions, such as the miners, for instance, 
who are associated with the labor 
party, voted for affiliation by a ana- 
jority so small that one may say that 
half the members were opposed to it. 
This means, of course, that nearly Balt 
the members who have been paying the 
compulsory levy for the support of the 
labor M. P.’s would refuse to join the 
voluntary associations. It has been 
suggested that the members of the 
voluntary associations might make it, 
very uncomfortable for the men who 
refuge to join, but here again the 
courts would probably step In and pro- 
tect them. It is Hkely, however, that 
voluntary associations will be formed. 
while an attempt is being made to se- 
cure a change in the law. 


Other Alternatives. 


The objection to the second course ig 
that the house of lords would probably 
throw out an amending bill, even if 
the cOMmoOns passed it. Many of the 
labor leaders think, however, that the 
bill would have more chance with the 
Icrds than with the commons, because 
the labor party hag drawn its strength 
in far greater proportion from the: lib- 
erals than from the tories, who, of 
cCurse, are predominant jn the lords. 
A third alternative is the appointment 
of the labor M. P.’s as officials of their 
unions and this will undoubtedly be 
dune in some cases, but there are at 
p-esent fifty of them to be provided for, 
and all cannot be taken care of this 
way. The party has funds enough in 
hand to pav salaries until June next 
and it is hoped that :by that time a way 
will be found out of the difficulty. 

The trouble in which the Emglish la- 
bor movement has found itself should 
be of particular interest to American 
trade unionists in view of the move- 
meéent among some American labor men 
for the dncorporation of trade unions. 
Prior to 1876 the English trade union 
was in much the same position as that 
occupied by the American unions to- 
day. They flourished outside the law, 
bowever, and it is doubtful if they have 
gained much Dy the act of 1876, which 
gave them a legal standing and at the 
same time clearly defined what tney 
could and what they could not do, 


Can’t Upset Judgment. 


The main judgment of the court of 
appeals is based on this act and it de- 
<clares that it is no part of the purpose 
for which the trade union is organized 
tu maintain representatives in parlia- 
ment. There is no Dope of wup- 
setting this point as long as 
the law remains what it is, 
another remarkable judgment de- 
livered by the master of the rolls, 
who is a member of the appeal court, 
will probably be bitterly attacked. He 
said in effect that the payment of a 
member of parliament by a trade union 
Was unconstitutional because it had ths 
effect of disfranchising the constituency. 
The labor M. P. being under the con- 
tract to obey the orders of hig trade 
union is unable to represent all the 
people of his constituency as he is 
supposed to do. 

The history of the dispute which led 
to this decision ts also interesting to 
American labor men in view of the per- 
sistent efforts of the American socia!- 
ists to foapture the American labor 
movement. The English socialista, al- 
though numerically in a minority, are 
in control of the English labor party 
and every labor M. W., dSefore qualify- 
ing for’the allowance of $1,000 a year, 
ds ,ecompelled to sign the labor party 
pledge by which the commits hAimeelf 
so the whole soctalist program. This 
was brought about, of course, by the 
superior organization and activity of 
the socialists and the apathy of the old- 
fashioned trade unionists, who found 
themselves compelled to pay for 6 
propaganda that was distasteful to 
hem. One of these men, a railway 
servant named Osborne, organized the 
opposition in his own union and 
brought the suit which has just been 
decided by the court of appeals. 

Dlow to Socialisin. 


The decision is a very serious blow 
to soclalissn, for at one stroke & de 
prives the socialists of the control of 
a fund amounting to about $200,000 a 
year. Bven if the pian for the organi- 
zation of voluntary associations suc- 
ceeds, they cannot expect more than 
half this amount and with a general 
election coming on they will be ase- 
riously ©orippled.

The provision was made not to en- 
force the new tax rate if the work was 
begun before Apri] |, because that time 
has been given to the other trolley line 
from Atlanta to Augusta. If the Au- 
‘gusta line does not begin work by 
April !, it will have to pay the new 
rate the same as the Macon line. 

The members of the committee pres- 
ent were Aldermen Quillian and Han- 
cock ang Councilmen Winn, Spratling 
and Grant. 

Representing the Georgia Securities 
Company, which will build the trolley 
line to Macon via Griffin, were Presi- 
dent W. J. Massee, of Macon; W. J. 
Kineaid, of Griffin; Roland Ellis, of 
Macon; A. Montgomery and I. Lipstine, 
of Atlanta, 

Mr. Massee stated that the money for 
. the enterprise was all in sight; that 
the big water-power plant was nearly 
completed, and, as the same capital 
owned the Macon street car lines that 
was behind the suburban line to At- 
lanta, there would be no trouble about 
getting into Macon. . 

Great Future for Atlanta. 


Mr. Kincaid askeq the committee to 
be liberal, as the new line meant a 
great deal for Atlanta. He predicted 
that in a few years there would be 
euburban lines extending in every df- 
rection out of Atlanta, and that the 
city’s population in twenty years would 
be 250,000. 

From statements made by President 
Massee and Mr. Ellis, it is believed 
that work on the Macon trolley line 
will begin before the Ist of April, and 
in a few months cars will be running 
as far as Griffin. 

The line will enter the city by the 
way of Fraser street, crossing @e city 
through the Butler street underpass, 
thence going from Butler street down 
Gilmer to Ivy and down Ivy to Line 
etreet to the terminal.

GEORGIA MOUNTAINS RICHER 


IN APPLES 


THAN IN 


Profit in North Georgia Mountain Orchards 
Is Not Universally Appreciated. 


By W. L. Williamson, Commerce, Ga. 


It is not generally known, or at least 
not fully realized that there are vast 
possibilities in the development of apple 
orchards in the mountains of north- 
eastern Georgia. 

Most people who have taken only a 
superficial view of the matter regard 
the mounteins as fit only for the moon- 
Shiner to carry on his business, and in- 
cidentally serve to hold the world «to: 
gether. They have no thought tha? 
these mountain sides and caves may 
be used to create Wealth’ through the 
medium of apple orchards. 

It has been known, of course, that 
apples would grow in the mountains. 
They have been hauled out for genera- 
tions and sold to residents of counties 
lying south of the mountains. Many 
of these mountalin-grown apples have 
been found:to*be of excellent quality, 
but somehow the idea has not grown, 
and with the average mountaineer 
there is little enthusiasm at this time. 

But there is a brighter day breaking 
and the time is not far distant when 
there will be a rush to secure avatlable 
sites for orchards and the price of suit- 
able lands, instead of being only a few 
dollars per acre, as they are now, will 
be very high and hard to get at any 
price. A few years ago the now fz- 
mous peach bekt around Cornelia soid 
for $2 per acre. A Short time since 109 
acres of the same land sold for $7,500. 


King of Freaits. 


The avple is king of all fruits. Its 
use is rapidly extending. It is sold by 
grocery stores and fruit stands in every 
village, town and city In the state for 
practically the entire year. Just what 
amount of money is gent out of the 
state to pay for northern and western 
apples is not known, but certainly the 
amount is very large. It is doubtful 
if the much-heralded peach crop sells 
for enough, Bross, to replace the money 
paid for imported apples. I recently heard 
a groceryman from a city with ‘less 
than 2,000 population say that he had a 
few days previously secured a consign- 
ment of fifty barrels of Baldwin ap- 
ples and that he had sold them out to 
neighboring grocerymen in less than a 
week’s time at $4.50 per barrel. 

That a few of the counties in the 
northeastern section of the state are well 
suited to grow first-class apples has 
been abundantly prove@ by Professor 
Newman, Mr. Staight and Colonel 
Fort. 

These gentlemen have shown that as 
fine apples can be grown in northeast 


ern Georgia as anywhére in the worid. 
Colonel Fort has, within the past few 


days, taken second prize at the great 
apple exposition held at Spokane in the 
state of Washington, in competition 
with apples from the rich lands of Ore- 
gon, Washington and other’ Pacific 
states, as well as from the famous or- 
chards of New York, Missouri, Arkati- 
sas, etc. His apples were shipped near- 
ly 4,000 miles and he had no personai 
representative on the ground to see that 
they were properly displayed. Nor dic 
he have the advantage of large nhum- 
bers to add to the attractiveness, of his 
exhibit, as the expense of shipping was, 
too great to send very many. Notwith- 
standing the disadvantages encountered, 
bythe Georgigapples they took second 
money and proved without doubt that 
as good fruit can be grown in this 
state as any other section of the coun- 
try. 
A Native Prize-Winner. 

It is interesting’ to know that the ap- 
ples that took second prize ai this great 
apple show are the product of gseedling 
orchard which Colonel Fort bought 
from a native about two years ago. 
This native, like his neighbors, had al- 
lowed nature to take its course, with the 
result that he had, up to the time he 
sold Colonel Fort his orchard, only 
gathered indifferent fruit, as it had to 
take chances with insect and fungus 
enemies. Colonel Fort, on the other 
hamd, vigilantly applied the necessary 
spray to destroy the insects and fungi, 
with the result that his apples were 
perfect specimens, without worm or 
speck, and good enough to take second 
prize in the greatest apple show on 
earth. His neighbors, within half a 
mile, only produced the commonest of 
apples, covered with blemishes end more 
or less wormy. 

The same general. statement 
made for Professor Newman and Mr. 
Staight. They both gave their. or- 
chards the necessary fertiligation and 
cultivation, and, at the proper time, ap- 


can be 


Plied suitable spray to destroy insects 
and fungi. They both had an abund- 
ance of perfect apples, that solid readily 
at profitable prices. Mr. Staight sold 
from twenty acres of ten-year-old trees 
3,500 bushels of apples at a net price of 
more than SI per bushel. Cail it $1.15, 
and his crop gave him a nef return of 
about $290 per acre. 

And this from trees only 10 years o]d. 
A few more years will see these trees 
yielding double or even more than this 
amount. Mr.: Siaight is not .in the 
heart of the apple belt, either, as his or- 
chard is located in the southern portion 
of Habersham county, which !s ‘much 
better suited to peaches than to apples.

The climatic and soll conditions 


have seen trees growing wild 


in 
diameter, in Lumpkin county. 

Everywhere in the section mentioned 
they grow to perfection, but it has been 
found that there are certain mountain 
Sides and covers in every community 
that are more certain to “hit” or escape 
Killing frost than other places, and, in 
selecting a site for an orchard, ii {is 
very important to keep this fact in 
mind. Formerly apple orchards were 
confined almost exclusively to bottom 
lands, but, as these places are more 
subject to killing frost than higher 
ground, the Jatter is now considered the 
most sultable for planting orchards. 

Peach orchards have been very popu- 
lar in the state. They have made money 
for their owners some times. but oftener 
have caused them a Toss in money, not 
to say anxiety and trouble. Owing to 
their extreme perishable nature they are 
never sure unti] the money has ‘been 
received and put in bank. Sometimes a 
fine crop is lost on the last day by 
brown rot. At other times the market 
is so full of peaches that they will not 
Sell for enough to pay expenses. At ail 
times the owner of a peach orchard has 
no more assurance of making money 
than has the southern farmer or mer- 
chant who puts his money in cotton 
futures. 


But an apple orchamd, when properly | 


set out and attended to. is as safe as a 
corn or cotton crop and if winter va- 
rieties are planted can be put on the 
market at any time during the winter 
monthe. 


Young Man’s Chance. 


I can conceive of no safer and surer 
Plan for a young man to adopt than to 
buy a small place in the mountains 
Suitable to growing apples. If he has 
enough money to buy the land and trees, 
he can make a living on the place and 
at the same time give his orchard the 
necessary attention to keep it growing. 
At the end of absut seven years he 
would begin to reap a profit and at the 
end of ten years should get as much as 
Mr. Straigt has gotten this year. When 
his trees are fiftcen years old he would 
be independent. : 

I do not know just how many acres a 
Mr, Staight has 
twenty acres bearing and I think he 
told me that he had fifteen acres more 
coming on. If I am not mistaken in 
what he said, he will have thirty-five 
acres when his trees all come into bear- 
ing. Suppose they give him $200 per 
acre, a8 his twenty acres have done 
this year? Or suppose this amount 1s 
doubled when the trees are fully ma- 
tured? Where is there a better pros- 
pect for a young man with little money 
and plenty of grit: Or for an older 
man that has money, as for that mat- 
ter? 

Health-Giving Climate. 


There is another feature of the moun- 
tain section that I never tire of men- 
tioning and that is its fine health-giving 
Summer climate. Residents of middle 
or south Georgia can do no wiser things 
than to spend a portion of every summér 
in the mountains. The average business 
or professional man will live ten years 
lomzer by spending at ieast one month 
there.

THE DEMONSTRATED VALUE OF PROBATION. 


Atlanta’s system of probation in the case of adult offenders has passed 
stage of experiment. 

Its value, abundantly demonstrated in the recent annual report of Pro- 
gan no longer be questioned. 

Yet, strangely enough, council has been asked to consider the proposal 
to, abolish this department, and the matter is likely to come up for action 
‘at an early meeting. 

In view of the actual good that has been done, not only for the proba- 
tioners themselves, but for their families at times when many of them were 
in actual want, it is difficult to understand how this proposal can be met 
with any serious consideration. 

Rather should it be the pleasure of council to encourage and extend a 
work which has given results instead of promises. 

During the year just closed Probation Officer Coogler, as appears from 
bis report, visited and rendered assistance in various ways to no less than 
030 families. More often this assistance has taken the shape of exercising 
a limited guardianship over some wayward father, husband or son, the prod- 
uct of whose labor had been diverted by dissipation from the legitimate chan- 
nels of family support. 

In forty-six of these cases the persons subjected to this guardianship 
were more or less habitual drunkards, yet under Officer CGpogler’s watchful 
care no less than twenty-nine of them have become good citizens and have 
remained so during an average period of eight months, rendering regular sup- 
port to those dependent upon them. And even in other cases reform was 
effected after the second arrest. 

Officer Coogler has likewise dealt with numerous cases of petty law- 
lessness, such as disorderly conduct, and, again, those of more serious na- 
ture, such as abandonment of wife and children, neglect and mistreatment 
of families, and the results show that in a very large percentage of these 
cases the probationers have forsaken their evil ways and are now diligently 
and determinedly at work. 

Officer Coogler’s work has been a boon to wives and mothers and chil- 
There are many cases in which fines and imprisonment for minor 
offenses work their most seriou’ hardship upon needy and dependent women 
and children. 

The city has very wisely established a means whereby those convicted 
of first offense may be given opportunity to retrieve their faults and become 
again good members of society. 

Instead of abandoning this policy it should rather be extended to all 
those simple cases, involving no serious infraction of the law, where judgment 
ehie there is likelihood of reform.

ONE YEAR WITHOUT THE SALOON. 

Police court figures for the year 1908 pay elequent tribute to the absence 
of the open barroom, 

To the closing of the saloon must be ehiefly attributed the decrease of 
8,820 in the number of arrests by the police Jast year, as compared with the 
record of 1907. 

To that fact, also, it follows, is due the decrease of $34,250 in the amount 
Of fines collected in recorder’s court and of $10,388 in the value of the fines 
worked out on the streets. 

Add to the $36,000 saving in police court fines the amount of money 
which that would also represent as having beem?apent across the standing 
bar for the intoxiqants which resulted in the arrests, and there was quite a 
comfortable sum saved to families who would, no doubt, have otherwise found 
themselves at times in distressing and needy circumstances. 


The experiment of the abandonment of the saloon, therefore, cannot be 


questioned; its success is established in these figures, which, in similar pro- 
portion, will undoubtedly be found in other communities from which the sa- 


loon has now disappeared. " 
It may be accepted, then, as a settled fact that whatever system of regu- 


lation Georgia may ultimately see fit to apply to the trade in bottle and 
package, not to be consumed on the premises. which exists in the state in 
degree but little abated, the saloon has gone for good 4nd those who are even 
remotely anticipating its return are indulging a fatuous hope.

HOW THE PEACH GROWERS ORGANIZED. 


In all probability the peach crop of Georgia for the forthcoming season 
will bring into the state the highest revenue in the history of the industry, 
while the approach of next autumn will see this great commercial asset on 
a prosperous and permanent basis. H 

For this highly desirable development the people of Georgia are under 
obligations to the aggressive organization committee of the Georgia Fruit Ex- 
change, which came into existence as the result of a protracted and deter- 
mined campaign by The Constitution to rescue a valuable industry from the 
dangers that threatened it last summer. 

Elsewhere The Constitution gives space to a communication from H. C. 
Bagley, chairman of the organization committee, in which he reports the 
wonderful progress of the organizing movement and asks the cooperation of 
those growers who the officials have been unable to call upon in person. 

The exchange formed a tentative organization last September, subscribed 
expenses for the purposes of promotion and set a minimum limit of pledges 
from 60 per cent of the state’s product before it would undertake to go into 
a campaign to direct the disposition of the crop. 

Signed pledges covering more than 60 per cent of the crop are now on 
hand, and the committee has verbal assurances which will increase the ag- 
gregate to 70 per cent. Chairman Bagley emphasizes that while success is 
guaranteed at the present stage of the movement, its dimensions will be much 
larger if every grower in the state adds his cooperation. 

The organization committee will meet in Atlanta on the 5Sth instant to 
accept the charter of the exchange, and perfect details for the actual market- 
ing of the crop. It is to the interest of every grower as yet unpledged to 
communicate with Chairman Bagley prior to that date. 

The prospective banishment of the old and ruinous spectacle of congested 
markets and an unprofitable vield is cause for state-wide congratulation. Too 
much credit cannot be given the gentlemen who have self-sacrificingly de- 
voted their energies to the salvation of one of Georgia’s most important an- 
nual assets. 
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EXTENDING THE USES OF COTTON. 


Following the recent successful effort of the New Orleans Wholesale 
Grocers’ Association in inducing the American Sugar Refining Company to 
make trial of the use of cotton instead of jute bags forits hundred-pound pack- 
ages, the New Orleans cotton exchange has adopted strong resolutions urg- 
ing the substitution of cotton for varidus foreign materials in the manu- 
facture of bagging, twine, rope and other products in which it will prove 
equally serviceable at practically the same cost. 

Results from this campaign are going to depend upon the energy and 
determination with which it is pushed. They will not come in a day, but 
as long as there is no relaxation every forward step will count. 

The chief value of resolutions such as those passed by the New Orleans 
cotton exchange lies in the stimulus which they give to the movement. 
They encourage individual effort,and achievement is going to be the result 
of the combined attitude and action of individuals. 


If the country merchant, whose interests lie with the farmer, when he | 
buys a hiindred pounds of sugar or some other product, will demand it in a) 
cotton bag, he will get it that way without additional expense and at the | 
same time, contribute to that extent toward increasing the value of cotton by | 


increasing the demand. - 

The farmer who needs a rope should call for a cotton one where it will 
answer the purpose. Cotton twine should be in daily use in every mercan- 
tile establishment in the south. 

After all is said and done, it is demand that is going to do the work. 

Cotton bagging upon cotton bales must ultimately .come, and the produc- 
ing south should now be working more .diligently to that end. 

Decreased tare alone will almost, if not quite, make up for the difference 
in cost between jute and cotton; added to theincreased value of the cotton 
itself, it will more than do it. 

The new year should witness a determined and vigorous campaign for 
the more extended uses of cotton. 

The south must get away from the losing policy of selling its 
crop for the bare price of production. 

This can be done in only one way, which, in last analysis, is the proper 
regulation of the supply to the demand. 

It is possible to decrease the supply and it is possible, likewise, to in- 
crease the demand. 

But there must be proper co-ordination between the two or, 
production, disaster will come upon the producer. 

The difficulties of holding down the supply are well known: 
bilities in building up the demand are great. 

There is much in the future, if the producer will but 
take it. 

But this success is dependent at last largely upon his own energies and 
his own efforts.

INTERESTING FIGURES GIVEN 


In Address Before Southern Educa- 
tional Convention Dr. Jones 
Makes Valuable Suggestions. aad 
Immigration Not a Factor 
in Economic Develop- 
ment of the South. 


One of the most interesting addresses 
of the recent convention of the Southern 
(Eid@ucational Asecociation was thet of 
Dr. Thomas Jeese Jones, of Hampton 
institute, on “The Relation of the Indus- 
trial Education of the Negro to the EKxco- 
nomic Progress of the South.” 

In his addrees, Dr. Jones argued that 
the most important undertaking before 
the eouth from an economic point of 
view is the industrial education of the 
whites—next to thig the similar training 
of the negroes. ; 

After showing the marvelous nature 
of her resources—such as one-fourth of 
the bituminous coal resources of the 


country, one-third of the fron resources, 
3,000,000-horse power in waterfalls, un- 
limited agricultural possibilities, etc.— 
he presented the half-developed condi- 
tion of all of these resources. Agricul- 
tural returns aifone, said he, could be 
increased 800 per cent. 

In dealing with the immigration ques- 
tion, Dr. Jones stated emphatically that 
the south could not look in that direc- 
tion for a remedy. He showed that only 
4 per cent of the tmmigrants that reach 
this country come south, the balance go- 
ing north and west, and that only half 
@ milifon of the south’se population of 
24,000,000 were foreign. — 

The hope or despair of the south, sald 
Dr. Jones, is in tts own native popuila- 
tion. Following this up with statements 
to prove the benefits to be derived from 
industrial education, he said, among 
other things: 

“The most tmportant undertaking re- 
lating to the economic development of 


education of the white youth of this sec- 
tion. The undertaking next in impor- 
tance ig the industrial education of the 
colored youth. When we remember that 
the social, political and moral develop- 
ment of a people is closely dependent 
upon their economic development, the 
paramount importance of the industrial 
education of our youth becomes appar- 
ent. 

“The country is just beginning to real- 
ize the wonderful possibilities of the 
south from an economic point of view: 
that one-fourth of all the mineral] out- 
put of the United States comes from the 
@eouth; that one-fourth of all the bitu- 
minious coal is mined in these states, 
amd that one-fourth of all the coal re- 
serve in the country is in the mountains 
of the south; that one-ninth of the iron 
is produced in the south and that one- 
third of the fron reserve of the land is 
within the boundaries of these states; 
that there is a magnificent belt of pines 
stretching from Virginia to Texas, rang- 
ing in width from 150 to 200 miles: that 
the south contains the finest hardwood 
left in the country; that these states 
have waterfalls amounting to 3,000,000- 
horse power, only 90,000 of which has 
been harnessed for factory purposes; 
that $150,000,000 is received annually 
from the mineral quarries; that $300,- 
000,000 is received annually. from the

“The two great sources or .labor in 
the south are the sixteen million native 
whites and the eight milion negroes. 

Mr. A. Thompson, an industrial 
leader of Charlotte, N: C., is right in 
the statement that ‘While more people 
are needed for fhe production of cotton 
and in general manufactures, it is not 
desired that the gates shall be opened 
wide to immizrants of alien stocks. Im- 
migration is needed only in a moderate 
tide. and of the best blood 

“*The south has had ample experience 
with cheap, tgnorant labor, Slave labor 
was both cheap and ignorart. To get 
full values from the natural resources 
of the south each succeeding generation 
must be better trained and more highly 
educated.’ 

‘The white vouth of the south and the 
negro youth of the south are meking, In 
increasing number, an industrial educa- 
tion. 

“That was a wise word spoken by 
Mr. W. B. Poe, a North Carolina farmer, 
when he said: 

‘“‘T believe that a negro should be 
educated, and that industrial education 
jg what he most needs. But we must 
also guard against any kind of one- 
sided development and bear in mind that 
the right ideal of negro education Is 
two-fold; to increase the negro’s indus- 
trial efficiency and at the same time 
and with the same epeed raise his stand- 
ard of living.’

Chicago, January 2.—Reports of dam- 
age by Hessian flies to the/ fall-sown 
crop of wheat in this country, inspired 
considerable buying by shorts in the 
wheat market here today, resulting in 
a firm close, final quotations showing 
net ins of 1-8 to 3-6@%. Corn closed 
steady, oats easy, and provisions firm. 

Following a rather weak opening, the 
Wheat market developed considerable 
strength during the last half of the day, 
and’ closed at almost the highest point 
of the session. The strength was due 
chiefly to covering by shorts, who 
based their actions on the report of a 
St. Louis trade journal, which claimed 
that while recent rains had greatly 
benefited winter wheat, the crop had 
been injured by the Hessian ‘fly. Aside 
from this report, there was little news 
of sufficient importance to affect the 
market. The easy tone at the start 
was largely the result of selling brought 
by lHberal shipments from Australia. 
Total exports tor the week from that 
country aggregated 752,000 bushels, 
compared with 304,000 the correspond- 
ing time a year ago. After selling Te- 
tween $1.07 7-8@!.08, May closed at 
$1.07 7-8. Clearances of wheat ‘and 
flour were equal to 264,000 bushels. Pri- 
mary receipts were 650,000 bushels. 
Minneapolis, Duluth and Chicago report- 
ed receipts of 33! cars. 

Unsettled weather for the corn belt, 
as predicted by the weather bureau, 
was the chief reason for the firmness 
of the corn market during the last 
half of the session. The market was 
also affected to some extent by . the 
Strength of wheat. Sentiment in the 
pit was a little bearish at the start, 
Owing to the easy tone of wheat, but

Harriman, of New York, through his 
control of the Southern Pacific rail- 
road, was responsible for the “graft” 
and corruption that has Seen found in 
the Golden Gate city. With Abe Ruef 
end Harriman was linked the head of 
the United States Railways Corpora- 
ticn, of San Francisco. by Mr. Heney, 
but the real boss, he«said, sits in New 
York and has as Oye of his chief 
agents in California W’F. Herrin, gen- 
eral counsel of the Southern Pacific 
rallroad. 

Philadelphia Always Excepted. 


“San Francisco is no worse and no 
Detter than the average American 
city,”” Mr. Heney said, ‘“‘with the single 
exception, of course, of Philadelphia, 
and even here you have nothing like 
what we unearthed in my city. But 
the causes of corruption are the same 
ir, all cities. In San Francisco we 
found two elements at work. Coming 
from .one source was the public ser- 
vice corporation, and from another

out hie schemes. 

“They say when these things are dis- 
eussed that they must employ § suth 
means. They argue from the same prem- 
ises that Jimmy Logue did when he 
Planned to rob a bank—Tfhat he was in 
need of the money. The public service 
corporation and the railroad wanted 
something for which they were not will- 
ing to pay the public, which owned the 
franchises they wanted to get under 
their control. It was easier to purchase 
the political boss and the councilmen, 
eo the respectable .business man sends 
his agent into the public market to get 
the goods.”’

Berlin, January 2.—It will not be long 
now before the Stars and Stripes are 
floating again over a United States em- 
bassy establishment in Berlin. Since 
the retirement of Charlemagne Tower 
fast summer from his palatial mansion 
in the Konigs-Platz, Uncle Sam’s “em- 
bassy,” has. been quartered in the 
hotel apartments of Mr. Tower's suc- 
cessor, Dr. David Jayne Hill. Dr. Hill 
has just exploded the kaiser’s fears of 
the ambassador’s ability to hold Amer- 
ica’s end up properly at Berlin. The 
accomplished diplomat whom the im- 
perious William—just become a little 
less imperious than formerly—first re- 
jected and then accepted nas leased a 
splendig brownstone house at Bis- 
march-strasse 4, in the so-called Tier- 
garten quarter, one of the choicest resi- 
dential districts in the capital. It hap- 
pens to be not more than two blocks 
away from the former Tower mansion, 
and overlooks the beautiful open area 
fronting the reichstag and general staff 
buildings. 

The new embassy is a_ substantial 
two-and-one-half-storied structure con- 
taining twenty rooms. The first floor is 
well adapteq for entertainment, con- 
sisting of a seriés of spacious, bright 
drawing rooms and a splendid dining 
room big enough to accommodate a 
of thirty covers, On the 
second floor are private living apart- 
ments, and what will be the ambassa- 
dor’s “den” and study, which will com- 
prise his magnificent library  collec- 
tion.

Aside from the frightful loss of life in the earthquake in Sicily a distressing 
feature of the calamity was the obliteration of hundreds of the most valued 
remnants of antiquity. In Taormina the ruins of the Greek and Roman thea- 
ter, which had excited the wonder of the modern world and had withstood the 
devastating hand of time, were crumbled almost to dust. Mount Etna, which

Washington, January 2.—President 
Roosevelt tonight announced that he 
has sent two supply ships with $300,000 
worth of supplies to Italy, that he will 
ask congress for additional aid, and 
that he has offered the use of the 
battleship fleet to Italy. 
Statement by Roosevelt. 


The announcement igs made in a tele- 
Bram made public at the white house, 
Whioh the president sent to Patrick F. 
McGowan, chairman of the American 
Italian general relief cammittee, New 
York eclty. The telegram follows: 

“I earnestly wish success -to the 
American Itaiian genera! relief com- 
mittee, in its great mass meeting at 
Madison Square Garden, *It is, of 
course, not possible for me to attend in 
person. I am doing everything that 
can 'be done to get aid to the suffering, 
and on account of the extreme urgency 
of the case have sent two supply ships 
with three hundred thousand .dollars 
worth of food and provisions without 
waiting for the authority of congress, 
being ‘confident that congress will ap- 
prove of my action. I shall also ask 
congress for additional aid, and througnh- 
out the coming week will keep in the 
closest touch with congress, and through 
the state department, with Italy, so that 
everything possible to be done by the 
United States may be done. 

“Furthermore, I have cabled the Ital- 
ian government profferimg the services 
of any or all of the battleship fleet if 
such can be of use in this crisis. 

“THEODORE ROOSEVELT.”’ 
Preparing a Message. 


President Roosevelt was engaged® to- 
nuzght in preparing the message which 
will te presented to congress when it 
convenes Monday. 

A large amount of data on prece- 
dents and generally regarding the ala 
that is being rushed from varioug quar- 
ters to southern Italy and the means 
of getting succor to the victims had 
been prepared for the. president, and 
was considered carefully by him. 

The data prepared for the president 
Showed that in the Mont Pelee catas- 
trophe the government appropriated 
$200,000 for the relief of the sufferers. 
A committee of distinguished citizens 
was designated to visit the scene and 
disburse the money. A similar plan 
applealed very strongly to the presi- 
dent, certain modifications being sur- 
gested, such as the selection of a com- 
mittee of Americans, now in Italy, or 
the delegation of the American ambas- 
sador, or agents of the Red Cross to.at- 
tend to the disbursement of the money.

The two supply ships referred to by 
President Roosevelt in his telegram to- 
night are the Celtic and the Culgoa. 
The Celtic sailed from the New York 
navy yard Thursday, and will proceed 
as rapidly as possfble to Messina, touch- 
ing at Gibraltar. 

The Culgoa is at Suez awaiting the 
arrival of the fleet.

Together the two men made theff way 
to the American consulate. They found 
it had collapsed completely, and they 
came to the conclusion that A. S. Che- 
ney, the consul, and his wife were dead. 
They made a hurried but unsuccessful 
search for the bodies. 

Continuing, Serao says that, with Mr. 
Lupton, he satisfied himself that the 
guests at the Hotel Trinacria, which 
was completely demolished, were all 
saved, with the exception of the Swed- 
ish consul and an Italian girl. He does 
not believe that there was any Ameri- 
cans at the hotel. Taormina, where 
there was a number of American tour- 
ists, is absolutely safe. It did not suf- 
fer from the earthquake in any serious 
way. 

‘T mav be mistaken,’ said Signor 
Serao, “hut it is my personal impres- 
sion that, with the exception of Mr. 
Cheney and his wife, no Americans were 
killed or injured by the earthquake in 
Sicily.”’

“This magnificent project was 
launched and pushed pretty nearly to 
completion on a rising tide of pros- 
perity. 

“Unfortunately, panic conditions arose 
which were world-wide in their influ- 
ence, and these conditions have sur- 
rounded and embarrassed the manage- 
ment of the A. B. & A, railroad for 
more than a year past. It was only on 
the 2Iist day of June, 1908, that pas- 
senger service over this railroad was 
inaugurated into Atlanta; so that it is 
impossible to make any comparisons of 
its business one. year With another. 

“Its roadbeg and equipment are first- 
class. Only three days ago I wrote Mr. 
Atkinson, the president, congratulating 
him upon the splendid physical condi- 
tion of this property, accompanying 
my letter with a copy of the report 
made by one of the commission’sgtrack 
inspectors. I have been kept informe4 
in a general way as to the condition 
of this road, and have known that its 
financial situation was far from satis- 
factory. This information has been 
given me by officers of the road, and 
I have been apprehensive about it for 
Some months.

YOUNG WIFE TOOK STAND 


Seavely Facing Taunts and Sneers 


of Oppvyeing Attorneys, Little 
Woma\ Swears Her First’ 
Testimony Was False 
in Toto — Dramatic 
Scene Enacted. 


Union City, Tenn., January 2.—Assert- 
ing that she had delfberately perjured 
herself in the defense and conscience- 
stricken, desired to tell the truth, Mrs. 
Wad Morris, wife of one of the selt- 
confessed night riders, asked to be re- 
called today. d 


Wad Morris swore he was present 


when Captain Rankin was killed and 
recognized sqme of the defendants. Mrs. 
Morris, his wife, went on the stand yes- 
terday and impeached her husband’s tes- 
thmony by swearing that he was at 


home the night Captain Rankin was 


murdered. She left the stand pale and 
trembling, went into the corridor and 
sent for the attorney general. 

“T have done a great wrong,” she 
said. “I have told a lie; my husband 
was not at home that night. He was 
with the riders. I was forced by my 
relatives to testify as I did; I want to 
see my husband.,”’ 

Her brother-in-law tried to get her to 
leave the city with him, but the attorney 
general ordered him away and took the 
trembling woman to her husband. They 
are people of few words, these strange 
residenta of the red hills, and the meet- 
ing of this young husband and wife, sep- 
arated since October 20, was silent, but 
pathetic. For ten minutes .they stood 
_glasped in each other’s arms, and not a 
word was spoken. Then the wife said: 

“T am going to do the right thing, 
Wwad.”’ 

The husband’s only comment was 
“Yes.”’ Mrs. Morris then made a com- 
plete statement to the attorney general, 
which doubtless will lead to several 
more indictments. The wife asked that 
ghe be not separated from her husband, 
and the authorities consented. 

After a couple of alibi witnesses hed 
been called this morning, the attorfiey 
general asked that Mrs. Morris be per- 
mitted to correct her testimony. 

Mrs. Morris Takes Stand. 


The little witness took the stand, and 
the attorney general said: “I under- 
stand you wish to make a statement to 
the jury.” 

“Tl do,” she said, looking like a fright- 
ened deer. “I was persuaded to tell a 
lie yesterday on the stand. I was told 
by Joe Hogg and Jack Long that unless 
I swore that my husband was at home 
that night, that the soldiers would hang 
him. They also threatened me, and I 
was afraid, so I told this Lie.

FATHER JOHN 
GOES TO BEYOND 


Most Noted of Russian Priests 
Succumbs ‘to Long 
lIIness. 


St. Petersburg, January 2.——-Father 
John of Cronstadt is dead. The noted 
priest for some time had been suffering 
from chronic dropsy and intestinal com- 
plaints, and the end, though sudden, 
was not unexpected. 

Father John was born November 30, 
1829. After graduating at the St. Pe- 
tersburg Seminary, he became a priest 
of the Andrew church, at Cronstact, 
where his zeal and devotion drew about 
him hosts of followers, and attracted 
ithe attention of the emperor, who con- 
stantly befriended him. A pfigrimage 
of the present empress to the shrine of 
St. Seraphin, which, among pious Ruwus- 
sians, was believed to have been respon- 
6ible for the birth of the desired heir to 
the throne, was undertaken on Father 
John’s advice. 

The late years of Father John’s life 
were clouded by the ill-repute of the 
sect 6f Johnites, which was exploited by 
@n unscrupulous and’ immoral group of 
men and women, to thelr great finan- 
cial advantage. The priest’s eyes were 
opened to thig only last summer, when 
he anathematized the false leaders. 


BIG CONCERN INSOLVENT. 


Dalton Grocery Company, of Val- 
dosta, in Hands of Creditors. 


Valdosta, Ga., January 2.—(Special.)— 
Following a meeting of the creditora 
of the Dalton Grocery Company, of this 
city, O. D. Dalton, president of the 
company, today relinquished the man- 
agement of the business to Earl S. 
Mckey, who has been employed by the 
creditors to wind up the affairs of the 
company. Mr. Dalton submitted a re- 
port to the creditors showing assets 
of $88,100.46, and liabilities of approx- 
imately $46,500. He believes the cred- 
itors will realize dotltar for dollar in 
the Hquidation of the business.

Florence Erb, who, with her sister, Mrs, 
Catharine Beisel is charged with the 
murder’ of Mrs. Erb’s husband, took 
the witness stand- today and told a sen- 
sational story of extreme cruelty on 
the part of her husband as one of the 
causes leading -up*to the shooting of 
Captain Erb by Mrs. Beisel during ” 
violent family quarrel. f 

Mrs. Erb said she went to Red Ga- 
bles, the Erb country home, in May, 
1906, with a housekeeper and two 
maids. Trouble between her and the 
captain, she said, started on the first 
night they were there. He cursed and 
swore and told her she did not know 
how to run a house. “as 

Her husband, she said, refused to sit 
at a table with her brother, who had 
come to the house to install a bath 
tub, saying he would not @at with 
“common plumbers.’ 

“We quarreled,” said she, “and he 
struck me with the back*of hig hand 
and knocked me over a chair. The 
next day I had to-call a physician to 
treat me. 

Dragged Her Down Steps. 

“Another time he quarreled about the 
food. I was afraid and .ran into the 
tower of the house fo sleep there. He 
found me and grabbed be by the hair 
and dragged me down the steps to his 
room, where he kept me all night and 
treated me cruelly. 

“In December, 1906, he put me out of 
the- house and as I was standing on the 
porch, thinking what to do, he came 
out and seized me by the throat and 
threw me to the floor. An ornament 
in my hair was broken and my heai 
was hurt. I was unconscious, and 
when the housekeeper ‘came out and 


found me there, Captain Erb told her 
I had fairted.’’

She then went on to tell of the »- 
called Spread Eagle incident. After 
first insulting her in the presence of 
the housekeeper by ‘calling her names 
and saying she “came from the Point 
Breeze dumps,’’? he told her he was go-

No Danger to Foreigners. 


-The home government will act oniy 
after an interchange of ideas, but there 
is reason to believe tonight that Prince 


morrow by a strong diplomatic com- 
bination, such as the British, German 
and, American, representatives here. 

There is nothing to indicate that the 
dismissal of Yuan Shi Kai means dan- 
ger to foreigners, but the good fame 
of China’s management of the crisis, 
following the demise of the empercr 
and the dowager empress, and the ap- 
pointment of a successor, has 
swept away by this vindictive 
which will astonish and arouse the 
outside world, cripple- China’s credit 
and postpone the withdrawal of foreign 
troops, probably for five years. 

Yuan Shi Kai’s feelings are as yet 
unknown, and the legations are anx- 
iously awaiting a clue to the throne’s 
future course of action. 

In accordance with the regulations of 
the new regency ‘the decree of dismis- 
sal was marked and sealed by the prince 
regent and bore the signatures of the 
grand councillors, excepting that of 
Prince Ching. This is evidence that 
Prince Ching dissented. 

There are grave apprehensions here of 
revolutionary outbreaks in such cen- 
ters as Canton, and some of the most 
conservative diplomats already are sug- 
gesting the return of foreign troops to 
the lines of communication between 
Pekin and Tien-Tsin. 

Regretted at Washington. 


Washington, January 2.—Though 
news Of the downfall of Yuan Shi Kai 
was not unexpected in official circles 
here, it was received with regret, for 
the state department has a keen recol- 
lection of the great services rendered 
by Yuan Shi Kai to every Christian 
nation in securing communication by 
secret means with the legationers be- 
sieged in the compound at Pekin dur- 
ing the famous Boxer uprising. At 
that time Yan Shi Kai was taoti of 
Shanghai, and did not hesitate to use 
ail of his great power to secure news 
from the compound which gave. the 
first assurance to the outside world 
that the diplomats, their families and 
attaches were holding their own within 
the legation precincts. It was this in- 
formation which Yuan Shi Kai con- 
veyed through the American consul gen- 
eral at Shanghai to Mr. Hay that en- 
couraged the European government to 
join in the remarkable allied march to 
Pekin, resulting in the liberation of 
the légationers. 

Yuan Shi Kai's office eorresponds to 
that of premier of England, and the ac- 
tion of the Chinese government is con- 
sidered in official circles in Washintgon 
as little short of revolutionary. Yuan 
was regarded as one of the most pro- 
|lgressive of the Chinese statesmen, and 
the feeling is genera! that the reign- 
‘ing powers have made a great mistake 
lin forcing him from office at this im- 
|portant stage in the affairs of the gov- 
ernment. The earnest wish was ex-

Yuan Shi Kai, the great viceroy 
Chi-Li Province, wns one of the most 
influential and powerful statesmen in 
the Chinese empire. He has been 
called the strongest man in China since 
Li Hung Chang. He is a thoroughly 
practical man, and brought business 
methods to the administration of the 
empire. He worked assiduously for the 
advancement of the middle kingdom, 
‘and his watchword was that China 
'was capable of accomplishing just as 
| much as had Japan. 
| At the time of the deaths of ths em- 
peror and dowager empress of China, 
Yuan Shi Kai was accused of having 
poisoned his majesty. This allegation 
was contained in-a dispatch receivei 
from Shanghai at the New York 
branch of the Chinese Reform Associa- 
tion. It*was declared at the Mott street 
headquarters of the association that 
demands would be made on Prince 
peas the new regent, to depose Yuan 
Shi Kai from power and do away with 
him. It was declared further that 
Prince Chun’s failure to act upon these 
requests would make the prince him- 
eet the object of the association’s at- 
tacks. .

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NEW YORK AUTO: SHOW 
WAS A BIG SUCCESS 


Exhibition Was Largely Attended 
and Valued at About 
* $1,000,000. 
Mesneto, Automobile Bditor of The 
Chicago Examiner.) 

The American Motor Car Manufacturers’ 
Association opened the 1908 automobile show 
season last Thursday night with the annuat 
exhibition at Grand Central Palace with an 
unusually. large attendance, forecasting 2 
big year for 1909 for the automobile. 

The demonstration was by far the largest 
and best ever given the- unlicensed makers, 
who for years have Seen battling to obtain 
an equal foothold wfth the licensed people, 
who hoki their brilliant event at Madison 
Square Garden. The exhibition is now in 
full blast tn Gotham and will continue until 
mext Thursedas. 

The present show is the only one to be 
held in New York at Which the product of 
Europe wtil be exhibited as wefl as the 
prize winners at the Savannah races. 

Three hundred and one different exhibitors 
took part in the big @arnival, which included 
seven exhibitors of American machines, four- 
teen foreign, twelve makers of commercial 
vehicles and 220 exhibits of accessories. 

The value of the entire exhibits is esti- 
mated at close to $1,000,000, with the lowest 
priced machine, a boy’s plaything, at $150, 
and the highest at $15,000. 

The unlicensed makers are having their 
innings now, while the other organization te 
calmly watching proceedings and planning 
to outdo everything in the way of New York 
shows when they have their chanoe, starting 
January 16.

Automo™@®s racing is being dealt blows in 
every direction, but at the same time the 
various American associations are planning 
more and greater racing contests for 1809 
than ever before.

MILLION WAS SPENT 
FIGHTING TUBERCULOSIS 


The Campaign in the United States 
Last Year Was Very 
Successful. 


New York, January 2.—A million doi- 
lars in round numbers was spent in 
the United States last year in the cam- 
paign against tuberculosis, according 
to the annual report of the National 
Association for the Prevention and 
Study of Tuberculosis. The fight, the 
report says, was the most successful, 
‘tthe best organized and far-reaching in 
the history of medicine. All classes of 
people are taking up the crusade, in- 
cluding labor unions, churches and lay- 
men. An important factor was the 
work of the Req Cross, with its mil- 
lions of stamps and the international 
exhibit, held first at Washington and 
now open in this city, impressed upon 
thousands the necessity of properly 
combatting the disease. During the 
year more institutions and organiza- 
tions for the cure of tuberculosis were 
established than the total number of 
such institutions in existence prior to 
January |, 1908. .

Nor is it likely 
that this wi!l] be the last affair of a 
similar kind to crop out in the history 
of amateur athletics, as it certainly Is 
not the first. It is useless to expect 
‘that we will ever get to the stage where 
it is mot necessary to watch carefully 
over the actions of athletes, amateur or 
professional, with a view to noting 
whether they conform strictly to the 
letter and spirit of the rules and laws 
governing them in that connection. We 
cannot rely solely on honor system to 
keep all men from committing crimes 
and misdemeanors against laws of the 
body politic, and why should we expect 
that the generality of athletes are any 
better than the generality of mankind, 
especially as in mnany instances there is 
no moral turpitude Involved in_ the 
breach of a rule or law governing ama- 
teur athletics? We may always earnest- 
ly strive ta reach a plane of sportsman- 
ship which shall be nearer ard nearer 
to the ideal. but’ the Utopia of Sportiand 
is about as far distant as it is in other 
walks of life. We probably do grow & 
little better vear by year in this re- 
gard. but we need never look for per- 
fection. When it does come the mil- 
lenium wil] alse be close at hand.

A Chameleon Caterpillar. 


(From The London Standard.) 

A Melbourne correspondent states that 
an extraordinary amount of devastation 
is being accomplished in the wheat arex 
between Horsham, in Victoria, and the 
borders of South Australia by a grub of 
the caterpillar species, about an Inch 
and a half long. The grub, which at- 
tacks the wheat at the top of the plant 
and works its way right down to where 
the stem emerges from the ground, has 
‘the faculty of changing its color from 
green or yellow to the hue of the earth, 
and on the approach of a human being 
the grub, warned apparently by the vi- 
bration of the earth, at once falls from 
the plant which they may be attacking 
and burrow in the earth. The pest only 
appears to be able to live in the loose 

round, and so far has only attacked the 
ty sown crops, which are more tender 
than the early ones.
